Nineteen Year*. 
C itoyenne, W y„ Feb. S.—Thousands 
of sheep are reported to have perished 
from cold aud starvation in w estern 
W yom ing. 
The cold has been intense 
for 60 days and old tim ers say th a t it is 
the hardest w inter they have seen for 
the past 19 years. 
Carbon county has 
500,OOO sheep, aud flockm asters there 
fear the loss will am ount to 23 per cent. 
Losses am ong cattle w ill not be so 
heavy as ow ners had been preparing for 
several yeais to feed their stock during 
severe w eather.

T alk s to tffe G rad u ate C lu b at th e D ot- 
vi r.lty «l Chicago, 
Cnu ago, Feb. 8 — Richard Mansfield 
gave nu extempore talk at the Kent the­ 
ater, University of Chicago, yesterday 
before the Graduate club and its invited 
guests, who packed the house. 
Mr. Mansfield severely condemned 
music halls and cheap theaters and de­ 
clared that money spent in them is 
money which pioperly belongs to tho 
drama of this country. 
Ile deplored | 
Hie lack of a great American playwright 
aud appealed to the rising generation to 
devote their minds to the writing of 
great plays. 
He asserted that the stage is no more, 
and is perhaps less, immoral than so- J 
ciety, aud severely scored a prominent 
Loudon dramatic critic for a recent at­ 
tack on the morals of the stage. 
Mr. Mansfield urged the recognition 
and encouragement of American dra­ 
matic artists as against foreigners aud 
declared that America has as good rea­ 
son to be proud of its stage as England, 
Germany or France. 
He said the mis­ 
sion of the actor is to instruct as well as 
to amuse and that tile actor has much 
the better or the clergyman in that the 
former preaches seven or eight times a 
week, while the latter is limited to one 
weekly sermon or at the most two.

Mr. Mansfield urged the recognition 
and encouragement of American dr a- ; 
niatic artists as against foreigners and 
declared that America has as good rec- j 
son to be proud of its stage as England, 
Germany or Fra hoc. 
He said the mis­ 
sion of the actor is to instruct as well as 
to amuse and that the actor has much 
the better of the clergyman in that the 
former preaches seven or eight times a 
week, while tho latter is limited tonne 
weekly sermon or at the most two.

It is probably an unusual thing in 
any country for a court to sit in judg­ 
ment on tho dead, but in a Berlin letter 
to tho Chicago Record an account is 
given of a trial in which the accused 
was a dead man.

F rom 
Down* of th o Isle o f W ig h t. 
Tennyson said, “ Somehow water is 
the element I love best of all four, ’ but 
in tho recent memoir ho is also credited 
with saying that he “ never cared great 
ly for the sea on the sonth coast. It is 
not a grand sea, only an angry, curt sea. 
Probably that was a view expressed 
before he became fam iliar with tho lo­ 
cality, for though the Atlantic doe* not 
plunge against the isle of W ight as 
against Cornwall aud the west of Ire­ 
land ho himself has proved how much 
power and enchantment the sea reveals 
from the downs. Let the weather be 
fair or foul, nature is never dull from 
the vantage ground of those convexities 
which seem like the rind of the earth 
aud give an illusion of vastness and 
openness beyond their actual area. Meu 
striding on ridges and etched against 
the sky indeed seem “ as trees w alking.1' 
The wind rustling in the ear, the sheep 
bleating, the sea churning among the 
bowlders, the occasional bellowing of 
steamer for a pilot, the swallows crying 
iu their low flights aud the gulls scream 
ing give the only sounds. 
W hen the 
m ist closes over the scene, a strange 
sense of being disembodied possesses us, 
we are lost in the impenetrable vapor, 
aud the gulls pass over our heads, vis­ 
ible but for an instant as they float from 
obscurity into obscurity. In times of 
storm one seems to be at the seat of the 
elements and a witness to all their 
processes. 
The clouds roll and break 
against tho cliffs like another sea, and 
sunbursts flashing from them leave a 
silver swath over tho vexed and som­ 
ber billows. 
< bl sultry <b»y* a waier- 
spout, w hirling like a dervish, is no un­ 
common sight, and he who makes the 
downs his observatory becomes wise in 
all the phenomena of sea and air. Climb­ 
ing them at night gives one the feeling 
of scaling the walls of heaven itself. 
They slope like the sides of a pyramid, 
and the apex of the pyramid impales 
tile stars. On sunny days the sea below 
is purple, and every shade of blue and 
green that can be thought of, even (to 
ase one of Tennyson’s own descriptions) 
4Mike a peacock's neck.” 
Rarely was there a visitor at Fairing 
font that he was not brought up to the 
beacon and shown all these wonders aud 
beauties. Except in his closing years 
the poet was found upon them in ail 
weathers and at all seasons, and from 
them and the surrounding scenery he 
drew many of the landscapes of his 
poems.—North American Review.

more are in Lynn, brought over from 
Little Nahant, where the schooner 
Charles H. Briggs was wrecked. Twelve 
unidentified corpses are reported to be 
at Baker’* island, iii Salem harbor. 
They too must have manned some of 
the schooners which were lost in Glouces­ 
ter harbor. 
That there arc others in the 
waters of the bay seems almost certain. 
Wreckage is strewn up and down the 
coost from Cape Ann to Cape Cod. 
Thirty schooners were wrecked in Massa­ 
chusetts bay. 
On laud the loss by the storm seems 
to liave been confined entirely to prop­ 
erty. 
Boston was for 24 hours without 
direct telegraphic communication with 
the rest of the world. 
The cost of the 
storm in tim city is estimated at $1,- 
428,000.
